all of which was caused by deer 
owned by the State of Michigan. 

That the petitioner herein made 
frequent and numerous requests 
from the year 1948 through the 
year 1951 for assistance from the 
Department of Conservation of 
the State of Michigan. requesting 
that killing permits be granted, 
requesting further that fence pro- 
tection is afforded and requesting 
such other protection as may be 
available so that no crop loss 
or other damage would have been 
suffered by the petitioner herein. 

That despite the issuance of 
deer killing permits in “certain 
years, and despite any other as- 
sistance that might have been 
rendered by the State of Mich- 
gan, and despite all efforts taken 
on the part of the petitioner here- 
in to protect his crop, the crop loss 
hereinafter recited in the Bill of 
Particulars was suffered. 

That the petitioner herein has 
frequently and repeatedly reques- 
ted forms of assistance that 
might be rendered by the State of 
Michigan and has been denied 
such assistance from the State De- 
partment of Conservation, that 
the petitioner herein has been co- 
operative toward the end of secur- 
ing assistance as possible. that the 
petitioner herein has taken num- 
erous precautions to protect his 
property and despite the assis- 
tance rendered by the State, the 
precaution taken by the petit- 
ioner, and despite such other ef- 
forts taken on the part of the pe- 
titioner herein, the loss herein- 
after recited has been suffered by 
the petitioner and at the hands 
of the deer, which deer are the 
property of the State of Michigan. 

Wherefore Petitioner _ Prays, 
That the Michigan State Board of 
Auditors award to the petitioner 
herein damages in the amount of 
$5,450.

Suggested Diet 
For Blood Donors 


Volunteer blood donors of the 
Red Cross plasma procurement 
program were urged today to eat 
no fat on the day of their donation. 

The Michigan Department of 
Health said that the blood of those 
who eat fats within four hours of 
the time they give blood usually 
cannot be used to make plasma or 
fractions. 

If possible, the Department said, 
it ig best not to eat within four 
hours of the time of donation, but 
if one must eat, these things 
should be considered: » 

Do not use milk, cream, butter, 
fried foods. gravy, fat meat, may- 


onnaise, salad dressing, vegetables] 


which are seasoned with- butter, 
milk, cream or other fat; pastries 
such as pic, cake and doughnuts; 
soups which are made with fat, 
butter, milk or cream; or any rich 
desserts, nuts or peanut butter. 


A suggested breakfast includes 
any fruit or fruit juice. any vege- 
table or tomato juice, a light sweet 
roll without butter or unbuttered 
toast with jam or jelly and black 
coffee or tea. 

Suggestions for lunch include 
boiled tongue, breast of chicken or 
sliced roast beef with the fat re- 
moved; baked beans without fat 
or pork; broiled lean steak; vege- 
tables without milk, cream or but- 
ter, salad with nq dressing except 
vinegar, mustard or catsup; fruit 
for dessert, and either black tea, 
coffee, soda pop or fruit juice. 

A dinner can be made up of the 
same things. ; .

Self-employed persons should 
plarson paying an extra tax,~pos- 
sibly as much as $81, when they 
file their next income tax return, 
William E. LaRock, manager of 
the Traverse City Social Security 
Administration, stated today. A- 
bout 4% million self-employed 
persons became covered by the 
Social Security Act oF the first 
time on January 1, 1951 

“The only action which a self- 
employed person needs to take 


now is to obtain a social security 


card, or a duplicate card if the 
original has been lost,” Mr. La- 
Rock said. 

“As a matter of fact.” Mr. La- 
Rock said, “this is the only action 
which is necessary at this time. 
“Self-employed individuals make 
only one report each year to the 
Social Security Administration re- 
garding their net earnings. This 
report will be a supplement to 
the regular income tax return fil- 
ed with the collector for their em- 
-ployees; therefore, in most cases 
no reports will be required until 
March 1952. There are, of course, 
exceptions to this rule.” he point- 
ed out, “such as where the self- 
employed individual goes out of 
business or dies during this tax- 
able year.

According to Mr. LaRock, self- 
employed individuals, with the 
exception of farm operators and 
certain professional groups who 
were excluded by law, are cover- 
ed on a compulsory basis. There 
are only two requirements to be 
met. One is that the business or 
profession is not one of the groups 
exceptéd by law. The other is 
that the individual have net earn-
